THEY ROLLED ON THE FLOOR. 

On Monday, Novomber’ 24th, .1890, the 
American papers published tho following 
news item :— 

*Mré Sarah S$. Hunaler, of No, 873, East 
One-Hundred-and-Thirty-fourth Street, 
New York, shot'and killed berself yeator- 
day morning. She was a Indy of excellent 
character and high social position, and a 
member of the Rav. Dr. Ramsay's Frosby- 
torian Church. She was well-to-do sod 
very uotive in various public and private 
charitics. Since last July she had suf- 
fered fearfully from indigestion oud 
dyspepsia, which brought on melancholia 
and then a kind of inaanity, andor the in- 
fluence of which she took her own life.’ 

Hero is another story, not so tragical, 
bot with the same moral, ‘ho narrater 
tells it of himself. ‘ Mostly,’ he says, ‘ we 
dread and fear doath, yot once I prayed to 
die, and tho reason wasin thia wise. Up 
to Christmas, 1888, I had been a healthy 
man, dut at that time (n period of rojoicing 
with so many) I felt dopressod, lungaid, 
and tired.
